It is understood that 4 com: 
promise has been suggested, 
whereby two cruisers will be laid 
down in 1925 with the possibility 
of an “emergency” vessel later 
but the Admiralty is to reply ask- 
ing for three ships in 1926 and 
four more. in 1926. 

Mr, Stanley Baldwin (the 
Premier) is trying to find a 
middle way between the demands 
of Mr. W. C. Bridgeman (Firs 
Lord of the Admiralty) and Mr.
